1 . The following is the reasons for allowance of claims 1 -7: The present 
invention is an image processing apparatus. Independent claim 1 identifies 
distinct and unique limitation " a multiplier functionally coupled between the input 
and the adder so as to adjust a relative weight with which the information value 
in the base video stream and the enhancement video stream are added to each 
other, weight selection unit arranged to select the relative weight as a function 
of position in the image and/or time in the video information, adaptive to local 
content of the video information". The prior art of record disclose base video 
stream, enhancement video stream and combining the base video stream and 
enhancement video stream however the prior art of record fail to anticipate or 
render the above limitation obvious singularly or in combination. 



2. The following is the reasons for allowance of claim 8: The present 
invention is an image processing apparatus. Independent claim 9 identify 
distinct and unique limitation "a factor selection unit for selecting a time and 
location dependent factor for location responsive to the amount of temporal 
change, so that the factor increases with increasing change, a multiplier 
functionally coupled to apply the location and time dependent factor to the image 
information in the enhancement video stream prior to encoding" . The prior art of 
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record disclose base video stream, enhancement video stream and encoding tine 
base video stream and enhancement video stream however the prior art of 
record fail to anticipate or render the above limitation obvious singularly or in 
combination. 



3. The following is the reasons for allowance of claim 9: The present 
invention is a method of processing a video. Independent claim 9 identifies 
distinct and unique limitation "selecting a relative weight as a function of position 
in an image in the video stream and/or time in the video stream, adaptive to 
image information in the video stream and adjusting a relative weight with which 
the information value in the base video stream and the enhancement video 
stream are added to each other, adaptive to a content of the video stream around 
said location as a function of location and/or time". The prior art of record 
disclose base video stream, enhancement video stream and combining the base 
video stream and enhancement video stream however the prior art of record fail 
to anticipate or render the above limitation obvious singularly or in combination.
